The data in this Overview are presented in trend terms, unless otherwise 
stated. 


The value of South Australian merchandise exports in original terms for the 
month of March 2003 was $698.7m. This was a decrease of 0.6% from 
$703.2m recorded in February 2003 and a decrease of 20.2% from the 
March 2002 figure of $876.1m. 


The value of South Australian merchandise imports in original terms for 
March 2003 was $384.8m. This was a decrease of 26.6% from $523.8m 
recorded in February 2003 and a decrease of 1.3% from the March 2002 
figure of $389.9m. 


In the twelve months to March 2003 retail turnover increased by 5.4% or 
$56.3m. Turnover for March was $1,093.2m, an increase of 0.2% on the 
previous month. 


April 2003 saw a total of 5,132 new motor vehicle sales—an increase of 1.9% 
on the previous month’s figure of 5,037 vehicles, and 18.2% higher than the 
4,342 vehicles recorded in April 2002. 


Private new capital expenditure in the December quarter 2002 was $919m, 
an increase of 25.4% ($224m) on the December quarter 2001, and an 
increase of 2.0% ($18m) on the September 2002 quarter figure of $901m. 


In March 2003 the total number of dwelling units approved in 

South Australia was 869, 11 fewer than for February (880 units). This 
presents a continuation of the decline since the high of 982 dwellings in 
October 2002. 


The all groups consumer price index in Adelaide for the March quarter 2003 
was 144.6 (original terms). This was an increase of 2.2 percentage points 
from December quarter 2002, and an increase of 5.0 percentage points on 
the level recorded twelve months previously. 


In April 2003 the trend estimate of employed persons in South Australia was 
714,700. This was 23,400 persons higher than the level of twelve months 
ago (691,300). The total number of persons employed full-time in 

South Australia was 505,400 in April 2003. 


In April 2003, the estimate of the unemployment rate for South Australia 
was 6.2% and was lower than the rate in April 2002 (6.8%). The estimate of 
the participation rate in South Australia was 61.9% in April 2003 compared 
with 60.9% in April 2002. 


The value of secured housing finance commitments (excluding alterations 
and additions) was $551m in March 2003, a slight increase on the February 
2003 figure of $536m. The March 2003 figure is also an increase of 15.6% on 
that of March 2002 ($477m).
